Despite  familiar  images  of  the 
dropping  of  the  atomic  bomb  on 
Japan  and  the  controversy  over 
its  fiftieth  anniversary,  the 
human  impact  of  those  horrific 
events  often  seems  lost  to  view. 

In  this  uncommon  memoir, 

Dr.  James  N.  Yamazaki  tells  us 
in  personal  and  moving  terms 
of  the  human  toll  of  nuclear 
warfare  and  the  specific  vulnera¬ 
bility  of  children  to  the  effects 
of  these  weapons.  Giving  voice 
to  the  brutal  ironies  of  racial 
and  cultural  conflict,  of  war  and 
sacrifice,  his  story  creates  an 
inspiring  and  humbling  portrait 
of  events  whose  lessons  remain 
difficult  and  troubling  fifty  years 
later. 

Children  of  the  Atomic  Bomb 
is  Dr.  Yamazaki’s  account  of  a 
lifelong  effort  to  understand  and 
document  the  impact  of  nuclear 
explosions  on  children,  particu¬ 
larly  the  children  conceived  but 
not  yet  born  at  the  time  of  the 
explosions.  It  is  also  the  story  of 
a  Japanese- American  who  fought 
for  his  country,  was  a  combat 
surgeon  at  the  Battle  of  the 
Bulge,  and  was  later  captured 
and  held  as  a  prisoner  of  war  by 
the  Germans  while  his  parents 
were  interned  in  a  concentration 
camp  in  Arkansas.  Assigned  in 
1949  as  physician-in-charge  of 
the  United  States  Atomic  Bomb 
Casualty  Commission  in 
Nagasaki,  he  was  confronted 
with  violence  of  another  dimen¬ 
sion — the  devastating  impact  of 
a  nuclear  blast  and  the  particu¬ 
larly  insidious  effects  of  radia¬ 
tion  on  children. 


Yamazaki’s  work  with  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Nagasaki  and  Hiroshima, 
and  with  the  Marshallese  people 
who  bore  the  brunt  of  America’s 
postwar  testing  of  nuclear 
weapons  in  the  Pacific,  has 
spanned  five  decades.  Recalling 
a  career  that  helped  chart  the 
dangers  of  nuclear  radiation  and 
offering  powerful  observations 
of  both  the  medical  and  social 
effects  of  the  bomb,  he  presents 
an  indelible  picture  of  human 
tragedy,  a  tale  of  unimaginable 
suffering  and  dedication  to 
healing  that  is  ultimately  an 
unwavering,  impassioned  plea 
for  peace. 

Children  of  the  Atomic  Bomb 
is  a  book  for  all  readers  in  this 
anniversary  year,  for  all  who 
need  to  know  the  human  cost 
of  nuclear  warfare,  for  all  who 
insist  that  the  vulnerability  of  the 
future  must  never  be  forgotten.

The  classics  of  Western  culture 
are  out,  not  being  taught,  replaced 
by  second-rate  and  Third  World 
texts.  White  males  are  a  victim¬ 
ized  minority  on  campuses  across 
the  country,  thanks  to  affirmative 
action.  Speech  codes  have  silenced 
anyone  who  won’t  toe  the  liberal 
line.  Feminists,  wielding  their 
brand  of  sexual  correctness,  have 
taken  over.

The  phrase  “political  correct¬ 
ness”  is  on  everyone’s  lips,  on 
radio  and  television,  and  in 
newspapers  and  magazines.

more  myth  than  reality.  Based 
on  his  own  experience  as  a 
student  and  detailed  research 
into  the  incidents,  episodes, 
and  anecdotes  of  “political 
correctness,”  he  offers  a  close 
look  at  what’s  really  going  on 
beneath  the  hysteria  and 
alarmism  sounded  by  conserva¬ 
tive  pundits  and  journalists.  The 
image  of  the  college  campus  as  a 
gulag  of  left-wing  totalitarianism 
is  false,  argues  Wilson,  created 
largely  by  the  repetition  of  mis¬ 
taken  or  deceptive  stories,  to  the 
strategic  delight  of  conservatives 
who  wish  to  silence  their  politi¬ 
cal  opponents.

For  gay  men  who  are  HIV¬ 
negative  in  a  community 
devastated  by  AIDS,  survival 
may  be  a  matter  of  grief,  guilt, 
anxiety,  and  isolation.  In  the 
Shadow  of  the  Epidemic  is  a 
passionate  and  intimate  look  at 
the  emotional  and  psychological 
impact  of  AIDS  on  the  lives  of 
the  survivors  of  the  epidemic, 
those  who  must  face  on  a  regular 
basis  the  death  of  friends  and, 
in  some  cases,  the  decimation 
of  their  communities.  Drawing 
upon  his  own  experience  as 
a  clinical  psychologist  and  a 
decade-long  involvement  with 
AIDS/HIV  issues,  Walt  Odets 
explores  the  largely  unrecog¬ 
nized  matters  of  denial,  depres¬ 
sion,  and  identity  that  mark 
the  experience  of  uninfected 
gay  men. 

Odets  calls  attention  to  the 
dire  need  to  address  issues 
that  are  affecting  HIV-negative 
individuals— from  concerns 
about  sexuality  and  relations 
with  those  who  are  HIV-positive 
to  universal  questions  about  the 
nature  and  meaning  of  survival 
in  the  midst  of  disease.  He 
argues  that  such  action,  while 
explicitly  not  directing  attention 
away  from  the  needs  of  those 
with  AIDS,  is  essential  to  the 
human  and  biological  well-being 
of  gay  communities.  In  the 
immensely  powerful  firsthand 
words  of  gay  men  living  in  a 
semiprivate  holocaust,  the  need 
for  a  broader,  compassionate 
approach  to  all  of  the  AIDS 
epidemic’s  victims  becomes 
clear.  In  the  Shadow  of  the 
Epidemic  is  a  pathbreaking  first 
step  toward  meeting  that  need. 

The  first  comprehensive  study 
of  the  impact  of  the  AIDS  epi¬ 
demic  on  its  survivors — both 
HIV-positive  and  negative — this 
long-awaited  book  will  be  of 
vital  importance  to  the  entire 


gay  community,  to  practicing 
therapists,  social  workers,  and 
health  care  providers,  and  to 
all  those  whose  lives  have  been 
affected  by  HIV/AIDS. 

Walt  Odets  is  a  clinical  psychol¬ 
ogist  in  private  practice  in 
Berkeley,  California.  A  member 
of  the  AIDS  Task  Force  of  the 
Gay  and  Lesbian  Medical 
Association,  he  has  spoken  and 
written  frequently  on  the  psycho¬ 
social  issues  of  HIV-negative 
men  and  AIDS  prevention  for 
gay  men.

Camcorder  AIDS  activism  is  a 
prime  example  of  a  new  form 
of  political  expression — an  out¬ 
burst  of  committed,  low-budget, 
community-produced,  political 
video  work  made  possible  by 
new,  accessible  technologies.  As 
Alexandra  Juhasz  looks  at  this 
phenomenon — why  and  how 
video  has  become  the  medium 
for  so  much  AIDS  activism — she 
also  tries  to  make  sense  of  the 
bigger  picture:  How  is  this  work 
different  from  mainstream  tele¬ 
vision?  How  does  it  alter  what 
we  think  of  the  media’s  form 
and  function?  The  result  is  an 
eloquent  and  vital  assessment  of 
the  role  media  activism  plays  in 
the  development  of  community 
identity  and  self-empowerment. 

An  AIDS  videomaker  herself, 
Juhasz  writes  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  an  AIDS  activist  and 
blends  feminist  film  critique 
with  her  own  experience.  She 
offers  a  detailed  description 
of  alternative  AIDS  video,  in¬ 
cluding  her  own  work  on  the 
Women’s  AIDS  Video  Enterprise 
(WAVE).  Along  with  WAVE, 
Juhasz  discusses  amateur  video 
tapes  of  ACT  UP  demonstra¬ 
tions,  safer  sex  videos  produced 
by  Gay  Men’s  Health  Crisis, 
public  access  programming,  and 
PBS  documentaries,  as  well  as 
network  television  productions. 

From  its  close-up  look  at  cam¬ 
corder  AIDS  activism  to  its 
critical  account  of  mainstream 
representations,  AIDS  TV  offers 


a  better  understanding  of  the 
media,  politics,  identity,  and 
community  in  the  face  of  AIDS. 
It  will  challenge  and  encourage 
those  who  hope  to  change  the 
course  of  this  crisis  both  in  the 
“real  world”  and  in  the  world 
of  representation.

American  writers  such  as  Cather, 
Faulkner,  Hurston,  and  Williams 
reinvented  identity  as  an  object 
of  pathos — something  that  can 
be  lost  or  found,  defended  or 
betrayed.  Our  America  is  both 
a  history  and  a  critique  of  this 
invention,  tracing  its  develop¬ 
ment  from  the  white 
supremacism  of  the 
Progressive  period 
through  the  cultural 
pluralism  of  the  Twen¬ 
ties.  Michaels’s  sustained 
rereading  of  texts  of  the 
period— the  canonical,  the 
popular,  and  the  less  famil¬ 
iar — exposes  recurring 
concerns  such  as  the  recon¬ 
ception  of  the  image  of  the 
Indian  as  a  symbol  of  racial 
purity  and  national  origins,  the 
relation  between  WWI  and 
race,  contradictory  appeals  to 
the  family  as  a  model  for  the 
nation,  and  anxieties  about 
reproduction  that  subliminally 
tie  whiteness  and  national 
identity  to  incest,  sterility,  and 
impotence.  Insofar  as  today’s 
debate  over  multiculturalism 
redeploys  the  figures  of  identity 


that  nativist  modernism  made 
possible,  this  book  reveals  the 
genealogy — and  the  bank¬ 
ruptcy — of  the  terms  of  that 
debate. 

Our  America  will  be  important 
reading  not  only  for  those  who 
study  American  culture,  but  also 
for  those  with  an  interest  in  the 
interrelationship  between  race 
and  culture  and  the  hostilities 
that  have  emerged  between  vari¬ 
ous  ethnic  and  cultural  groups.

Bad  objects  are  a  contrarian’s 
delight.  In  this  volume,  leading 
French  feminist  theorist  and 
literary  critic  Naomi  Schor 
revisits  some  of  feminist  theory’s 
most  widely  discredited  objects, 
essentialism  and  universalism, 
with  surprising  results.  Bilingual 
and  bicultural,  she  reveals  the 
national  character  of  contempo¬ 
rary  theories  that  are  usually  re¬ 
ceived  as  beyond  borders,  while 
making  a  strong  argument  for 
feminist  theory’s  specific  claims 
to  universalism.

In  Beyond  Prejudice ,  Evelyn  B. 
Pluhar  defends  the  view  that  any 
sentient  conative  being — one 
capable  of  caring  about  what 
happens  to  him  or  herself — is 
morally  significant,  a  view  that 
supports  the  moral  status  and 
rights  of  many  nonhuman  ani¬ 
mals.  Confronting  traditional 
and  contemporary  philosophical 
arguments,  she  offers  in  clear  and 
accessible  fashion  a  thorough 
examination  of  theories  of  moral 
significance  while  decisively 
demonstrating  the  flaws  in  the 
arguments  of  those  who  would 
avoid  attributing  moral  rights  to 
nonhumans. 

Exposing  the  traditional  view —

In 
the  process  of  advancing  her 
position,  Pluhar  discusses  the 
implications  of  determining 
moral  significance  for  children 
and  “abnormal”  humans  as  well 
as  its  relevance  to  population 
policies,  the  raising  of  animals 
for  food  or  product  testing,  deci¬ 
sions  on  hunting  and  euthanasia, 
and  the  treatment  of  companion 
animals.  In  addition,  the  author 
scrutinizes  recent  assertions 
by  environmental  ethicists  that 
all  living  things  or  that  natural 
objects  and  ecosystems  be  con¬ 
sidered  highly  morally  significant. 

This  powerful  book  of  moral 
theory  challenges  all  defenders 
of  the  moral  status  quo — which 
decrees  that  animals  decidedly 
do  not  count — to  reevaluate

Race  and  the  Education 
of  Desire:  Foucault’s 
History  of  Sexuality 
and  the  Colonial  Order 
of  Things 

Ann  Laura  Stoler 

Michel  Foucault’s  History  of 
Sexuality  has  been  one  of  the 
most  influential  books  of  the  last 
two  decades.  It  has  had  an  enor¬ 
mous  impact  on  cultural  studies 
and  work  across  many  disci¬ 
plines  on  gender,  sexuality,  and 
the  body.  Bringing  a  new  set  of 
questions  to  this  key  work,  Ann 
Laura  Stoler  examines  volume 
one  of  History  of  Sexuality  in 
an  unexplored  light.  She  asks 
why  there  has  been  such  a  muted 
engagement  with  this  work 
among  students  of  colonialism 
for  whom  issues  of  sexuality  and 
power  are  so  essential.  Why  is 
the  colonial  context  absent  from 
Foucault’s  history  of  a  European 
sexual  discourse  that  for  him 
defined  the  bourgeois  self?  In 
Race  and  the  Education  of  Desire-, 
Stoler  challenges  Foucault’s 
tunnel  vision  of  the  West  and  his 


marginalization  of  empire.  She 
also  argues  that  this  first  volume 
of  History  of  Sexuality  contains 
a  suggestive  if  not  studied  treat¬ 
ment  of  race. 

Drawing  on  Foucault’s  little- 
known  1976  College  de  France 
lectures,  Stoler  addresses  his 
treatment  of  the  relationship 
between  biopower,  bourgeois 
sexuality,  and  what  he  identified 
as  “racisms  of  the  state.”  In 
this  critical  and  historically 
grounded  analysis  based  on 
cultural  theory  and  her  own  ex¬ 
tensive  research  in  Dutch  and 
French  colonial  archives,  Stoler 
suggests  how  Foucault’s  insights 
have  in  the  past  constrained — 
and  in  the  future  may  help 
shape — the  ways  we  trace  the 
genealogies  of  race. 

Race  and  the  Education  of  Desire 
will  revise  current  notions  of  the 
connections  between  European 
and  colonial  historiography  and 
between  the  European  bourgeois 
order  and  the  colonial  treatment 
of  sexuality.  Arguing  that  a  his¬ 
tory  of  European  nineteenth- 
century  sexuality  must  also  be  a 
history  of  race,  it  will  change  the 
way  we  think  about  Foucault. 
This  book  will  be  welcomed  by 
scholars  in  both  the  humanities 


and  social  sciences,  and  especially 
by  students  and  scholars  of  post¬ 
colonial  theory,  sexuality,  and 
those  concerned  with  how  racial 
thinking  in  the  past  has  shaped 
racial  discourse  today.

The  question  of  affect  is  central 
to  critical  theory,  psychology, 
politics,  and  the  entire  range  of

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contains  many  of  Tomkins’s 
most  haunting,  diagnostically 
incisive,  and  theoretically  chal¬ 
lenging  discussions.

culture  the  material  body  has 
become  obsolete.  With  ample 
evidence  that  the  techno-body  is 
always  gendered  and  marked  by 
race,  this  book  sets  the  stage  for 
a  renewed  feminist  engagement 
with  contemporary  technological 
narratives.

Changing  Sex  takes  a  bold 
new  approach  to  the  study  of 
transsexualism  in  the  twentieth 
century.  By  addressing  the 
significance  of  medical  technol¬ 
ogy  to  the  phenomenon  of  trans¬ 
sexualism,  Bernice  L.  Hausman 
transforms  current  conceptions 
of  transsexuality  as  a  disorder 
of  gender  identity  by  showing 
how  developments  in 
medical  knowledge  and 
technology  make  possible 
the  emergence  of  new 
subjectivities. 

Hausman’s  inquiry 
into  the  development 
of  endocrinology  and 
plastic  surgery  shows 
how  advances  in  medical 
knowledge  were  central 
to  the  establishment  of 
the  material  and  discursive 
conditions  necessary  to 
produce  the  demand  for  sex 
change — that  is,  to 
both  “make”  and  “think” 
the  transsexual.  She  also 
retraces  the  hidden  history 
of  the  concept  of  gender, 
demonstrating  that  the 
semantic  distinction 
between  “natural”  sex 
and  “social”  gender  has 
its  roots  in  the  development 
of  medical  treatment  prac¬ 
tices  for  intersexuality — the 
condition  of  having  physi¬ 
cal  characteristics  of  both 
sexes — in  the  1950s.  Her 
research  reveals  the  medical 
institution’s  desire  to  make 
heterosexual  subjects  out  of 
intersexuals  and  indicates 
how  gender  operates  semi- 
otically  to  maintain  hetero¬ 
sexuality  as  the  norm  of  the 


human  body.  In  critically  exam¬ 
ining  medical  discourses,  popu¬ 
larizations  of  medical  theories, 
and  transsexual  autobiographies, 
Hausman  details  the  elaboration 
of  “gender  narratives”  that  not 
only  support  the  emergence  of 
transsexualism,  but  also  regulate 
the  lives  of  all  contemporary 
Western  subjects. 

Changing  Sex  will  change  the 
ways  we  think  about  the  relation 
between  sex  and  gender,  the 
body  and  sexual  identity,  and 
medical  technology  and  the  idea 
of  the  human.  It  will  attract  a 
wide  readership  among  feminist 


scholars,  gender  theorists,  those 
engaged  in  cultural  and  women’s 
studies,  as  well  as  historians  of 
science  and  medicine.

In  this  examination  of  the 
monster  as  cultural  object, 

Judith  Halberstam  offers  a 
rereading  of  the  monstrous  that 
revises  our  view  of  the  Gothic. 
Moving  from  the  nineteenth 
century  and  the  works  of  Shelley, 
Stevenson,  Stoker,  and  Wilde  to 
contemporary  horror  film  exem¬ 
plified  by  such  movies  as  Silence 
of  the  Lambs,  Texas  Chainsaw 
Massacre,  and  Candyman,  Skin 
Shows  understands  the  Gothic  as 
a  versatile  technology,  a  means 
of  producing  monsters  that  is 
constantly  being  rewritten  by 
historically  and  culturally  condi¬ 
tioned  fears  generated  by  a 
shared  sense  of  otherness  and 
difference. 

Deploying  feminist  and  queer 
approaches  to  the  monstrous 
body,  Halberstam  views  the 
Gothic  as  a  broad-based  cultural 
phenomenon  that  supports  and 
sustains  the  economic,  social, 
and  sexual  hierarchies  of  the 
time.  She  resists  familiar  psycho¬ 
analytic  critiques  and  cautions 
against  any  interpretive  attempt 
to  reduce  the  affective  power 
of  the  monstrous  to  a  single 
factor.  The  nineteenth-century 
monster  is  shown,  for  example, 
as  configuring  otherness  as 
an  amalgam  of  race,  class, 
gender,  and  sexuality.  Invoking 
Foucault,  Halberstam  describes 
the  history  of  monsters  in  terms 
of  its  shifting  relation  to  the 
body  and  its  representations. 

As  a  result,  her  readings  of 
familiar  texts  are  radically  new. 
She  locates  psychoanalysis  itself 
within  the  gothic  tradition  and 
sees  sexuality  as  a  beast  created 
in  nineteenth-century  literature. 
Excessive  interpretability, 
Halberstam  argues,  whether 
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in  film,  literature,  or  in  the 
culture  at  large,  is  the  actual 
hallmark  of  monstrosity. 

Engaging  in  critical  debates  of 
interest  to  those  working  in  fem¬ 
inist,  cultural,  gay/lesbian/queer, 
film,  literary,  and  Victorian 
studies,  Skin  Shows  will  also 
attract  students  of  popular 
culture  and  readers  fascinated 
with  horror.

USA ,  Donald  M.  Lowe  explores 
the  varied  social  practices  that 
code  and  construct  the  body. 
Arguing  that  our  bodily  lives  are 
shaped  by  a  complex  of  daily  and 
ongoing  practices — how  we 
work,  what  we  buy  and  consume

formation  of  the  body  into  a 
nexus  of  exchange  value  in 
postmodern  society. 

Moving  beyond  studies  of 
representations  and  images  of 
the  body,  Lowe  focuses  on  the 
intersection  of  body  practices, 
language,  and  the  Social  to 
describe  concretely  the  reality 
of  a  lived  body.

At  a  time  when  philosophy 
of  history  is  decidedly  out  of 
fashion.  Theories  and  Narratives 
explores  the  relationship  be¬ 
tween  historical  writing  and 
theoretical  understanding  and 
seeks  to  establish  the  legitimate 
scope  of  large-scale  theories  to 
grasp  historical  processes  as  a 
whole. 

Pursuing  this  objective,  Alex 
Callinicos  critically  confronts  a 
number  of  leading  attempts  to 
reconceptualize  the  meaning 
of  history,  including  Francis 
Fukuyama’s  rehabilitation  of 
Hegel’s  philosophy  of  history 
and  the  postmodernist  efforts 
of  Hayden  White  and  others  to 
deny  the  existence  of  a  past  inde¬ 
pendent  of  our  representations 
of  it.  In  these  cases  philosophical 
arguments  are  pursued  in  tandem 
with  discussions  of  historical 
interpretations  of,  respectively, 
Stalinism  and  the  Holocaust. 
Leading  theories  of  history — 
Marx’s  and  Weber’s — are  then 
examined  in  the  context  of 
recent  work  by  writers  such  as 
Michael  Mann,  W.  G.  Runciman, 
and  Robert  Brenner. 

Finally,  the  politics  of  historical 
theory  is  explored  in  a  discussion 
of  Marxism’s  claims  to  be  a  uni¬ 
versal  theory  of  human  progress. 
Contradicting  current  fashion, 
Callinicos  rebuts  the  claims 
made  by  many  postmodernists 
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that  Marxism  is  inherently  Euro¬ 
centric  in  both  its  conceptual 
structures  and  its  political  prac¬ 
tice.  Marx’s  project  of  human 
emancipation,  he  concludes,  still 
defines  our  political  horizons. 

Theories  and  Narratives  will 
interest  all  readers  for  whom 
the  role  of  history  in  the  under¬ 
standing  of  contemporary 
civilizations  is  an  essential  issue.

Cherishing  Men  from 
Afar:  Qing  Guest  Ritual 
and  the  Macartney 
Embassy  of  1793 
James  L.  Hevia 


In  the  late  eighteenth  century 
two  expansive  Eurasian  empires 
met  formally  for  the  first  time — 
the  Manchu  or  Qing  dynasty  of 
China  and  the  maritime  empire 
of  Great  Britain.  The  occasion 
was  the  mission  of  Lord 
Macartney,  sent  by  the  British 
crown  and  sponsored  by  the 
East  India  Company,  to  the 
court  of  the  Qianlong  emperor. 
Cherishing  Men  from  Afar  looks 
at  the  initial  confrontation 
between  these  two  empires  from 
a  historical  perspective  informed 
by  the  insights  of  contemporary 
postcolonial  criticism  and 
cultural  studies. 

The  history  of  this  encounter, 
like  that  of  most  colonial  and 
imperial  encounters,  has  tradi¬ 
tionally  been  told  from  the 
Europeans’  point  of  view.  In  this 
book,  James  L.  Hevia  consults 
Chinese  sources — many  previ¬ 
ously  untranslated — for  a 
broader  sense  of  what  Qing 
court  officials  understood;  and 
considers  these  documents  in 
light  of  a  sophisticated  anthro¬ 
pological  understanding  of  Qing 
ritual  processes  and  expectations. 
He  also  reexamines  the  more 
familiar  British  accounts  in  the 
context  of  recent  critiques  of 
orientalism  and  work  on  the 
development  of  the  bourgeois 
subject.  Hevia’s  reading  of  these 


sources  reveals  the  logics  of  two 
discrete  imperial  formations, 
not  so  much  impaired  by  the 
cultural  misunderstandings  that 
have  historically  been  attributed 
to  their  meeting,  but  animated 
by  differing  ideas  about  con¬ 
structing  relations  of  sovereignty 
and  power.  His  examination 
of  Chinese  and  English-language 
scholarly  treatments  of  this 
event,  both  historical  and  con¬ 
temporary,  sheds  new  fight 
on  the  impact  of  the  Macartney 
mission  on  Anglo-Chinese 
relations. 

The  most  thorough-going 
account  to  date  of  the  interaction 
between  these  two  imperial 
dominions,  Cherishing  Men  from 
Afar  offers  invaluable  insight 
into  the  history  and  literature  of 
Sino-Western  relations,  and  into 
the  dynamics  of  colonial  and 
imperial  encounters.

Nations,  Identities,  Cultures 
began  as  a  landmark  inter¬ 
national  seminar  conceived  and 
led  by  V.  Y.  Mudimbe  at  Duke 
University  in  1993.  Scholars  from 
around  the  world  led  sessions 
that  were  videotaped  and  broad¬ 
cast  to  more  than  4,000  colleges 
and  universities  in  the  United 
States,  Russia,  and  China. 
Selected  from  papers  presented 
by  the  seminar  faculty  and

in  “ego  massage.” 

Approaches  to  these  issues 
and  questions  range  from  the 
broad  perspectives  of  global  cul¬ 
ture,  civil  society,  liberalism, 


and  dialectical  identity  to  more 
narrowly  focused  case  studies 
on  Quebecois,  Kongo,  and 
Mediterranean  identity,  and 
Middle  Eastern,  Scandinavian, 
and  Russian/Soviet  borders. 
Each  focus,  broad  or  narrow, 
represents  an  intellectual 
configuration  of  the 
concepts  and  paradigms 
embodied  in  twentieth- 
century  notions  of — and 
relationships  among — 
nations,  identities,  and 
cultures.

How  have  constructions  of 
race,  ethnicity,  and  nation  been 
mobilized  in  various  political 
spheres  like  technology,  the  social 
sciences,  the  state,  the  educa¬ 
tional  system,  the  arts,  and  civic 
groups?  Each  of  the  contributors 
to  Arranging  Identities  takes  up 


different  aspects  of  this  question, 
examining  the  ways  in  which 
people  have  been  historically 
categorized  by  race,  ethnicity, 
and  nation  and  the  implications 
these  groupings  have  on  radical 
politics.  As  part  of  this  inquiry, 
some  of  the  writers  look  at

“whiteness”  as  a  social  construc¬ 
tion  that  has,  until  relatively 
recently,  been  able  to  make  its 
specificity  invisible. 

Contributions  include  an  analy¬ 
sis  of  the  shifting  discourses  of 
“whiteness”  and  “Asian -ness” 
in  Northern  England;  a  critique 
of  the  “white  reconstruction” 
taking  place  on  U.S.  college 
campuses;  and  a  dose  reading 
of  Rigoberta  Menchu’s  autobiog¬ 
raphy  that  traces  the  formation 
and  development  of  revolution¬ 
ary  subjectivity  in  this  Third 
World  woman  of  color.  Also 
featured  is  an  exploration  of  the 
“absent  presence”  of  race  in 
the  computer  simulation  game 
SimCity  2000™  and  a  look  at  the 
ways  in  which  feminisms  have, 
by  their  very  definitions,  gener¬ 
ated  certain  exclusions.  Arranging 
Identities  is  framed  by  an  intro¬ 
ductory  piece,  written  by  the 
Socialist  Review  collective,  that 
contextualizes  the  issue  within 
contemporary  debates  and 
suggests  new  approaches  to  the 
study  of  race,  ethnicity,  and 
nation.

Socialist  Realism 
without  Shores 

Thomas  Lahusen  and 
Evgeny  Dobrenko,  editors 

Socialist  Realism  without  Shores 
delivers  what  its  title  promises: 
an  international  perspective 
of  great  currency  on  that  “most 
impossible  of  all  aesthetics,” 
socialist  realism — an  aesthetic 
that,  contrary  to  expectation, 
survived  the  death  of  its  originator 
and  the  demise  of  its  original 
domain.  This  collection  of  essays 
ranges  widely  over  the  genres  of 
art,  architecture,  film,  and  litera¬ 
ture  and  over  places  from  the 
“center,”  Russia,  to  various 
points  at  the  “periphery”:  China, 
Poland,  France,  Germany,  the 
remote  republics  of  the  former 
USSR,  and  the  United  States. 
Many  articles  also  address  the 
critical  discourse  provoked 
by  socialist  realism — Stalinist 
aesthetics,  “anthropological” 


readings,  ideology  critique  and 
censorship,  and  the  sublimely 
ironic  approaches  adapted  from 
sots  art  (the  Soviet  version  of 
postmodernism ) . 

As  the  contributors  to  this 
volume  show,  socialist  realism 
has  always  reached  other  shores 
and  has  never  been  a  “mono¬ 
lithic”  method.  Essays  demon¬ 
strate  that  its  literature  could 
accommodate  psychoanalytic 
criticism;  that  its  art  and  archi¬ 
tecture  could  affect  the  aesthetic 
dictates  of  Moscow  that  made 
“Soviet”  art  paradoxically  het¬ 
erogeneous;  that  its  aesthetics 
could  accommodate  both  high 
art  and  crafted  kitsch;  and  that 
its  theoretical  and  critical  dis¬ 
course  was  flexible  enough  to 
span  both  the  center  and  the 
periphery  of  “world  commu¬ 
nism.”  Further  contributions 
make  discoveries  about  the 
“carnival”  of  censorship  operat¬ 
ing  in  the  Soviet  film  industry 
of  the  1930s  to  the  1950s;  about 
what  the  Soviet  “mass  reader” 
really  wanted  from  a  novel  or  a 
poem;  and  about  socialist  realist 
literature  and  issues  of  race  and 
ethnicity  involving  the  “primi¬ 


tive  peoples”  or  “Russian 
Indians”  of  the  USSR’s  Far 
North,  as  well  as  the  U.S. 
Communist  and  African 
American  communities  in 
the  1950s.

The  influence  of  contemporary 
literary  theory  on  art  history  is 
increasingly  evident,  but  there 
is  little  or  no  agreement  about 
the  nature  and  consequence 
of  this  new  intersection  of  the 
visual  and  the  textual.  Vision  and 
Textuality  brings  together  essays 
by  many  of  the  most  influential 
scholars  in  the  field — both 
younger  and  more  established 
writers  from  the  United  States, 
England,  and  France — to  address 
the  emergent  terms  and  practices 
of  contemporary  art  history. 

With  essays  by  Rosalind  Krauss, 
Hal  Foster,  Norman  Bryson, 
Victor  Burgin,  Martin  Jay,  Louis

and  theoretical  contexts.  Among 
other  issues,  it  examines  the  rele¬ 
vance  of  aesthetics,  the  current 
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concern  with  modernism  and 
postmodernism,  and  the  possible 
development  of  new  disciplinary 
formations  in  the  humanities. 

This  collection,  offering  a  wide- 
ranging  survey  of  the  impact 
of  critical  theory  on  the  disci¬ 
pline  and  practice  of  art  history, 
will  be  of  interest  to  all  students 
of  the  visual  arts  and  aesthetics.

Willis  Laurence  James 

Jon  Michael  Spencer,  editor 
Introduction  by  Rebecca  Cureau 

Fifty  years  ago,  folklorist, 
composer,  and  music  historian 
Willis  Laurence  James  com¬ 
pleted  his  exhaustive  study  on 
the  American  black  folk  musical 
tradition,  Stars  in  de  Elements. 

“It  is  not  enough  merely  to 
collect  these  songs,”  James  wrote 
in  his  grant  proposal  to  conduct 
research  for  the  book.  “It  is 
necessary  to  possess  a  first-hand 
knowledge  of  Negro  customs, 
modes  of  expression,  intimate 
domestic  life  and  attitudes. . . . 

I  believe  that  I  am  qualified  to 
undertake  the  work  because 
I  am  a  Negro,  a  singer,  and  a 
composer.” 

This  special  archival  issue  of 
Black  Sacred  Music  represents  the 
first  published  edition  of  James’s 
pioneering  work.  Based  on  field¬ 
work  conducted  in  the  South 


Carolina  Sea  Islands,  the  coal¬ 
mining  regions  of  Alabama,  the 
southern  region  of  Georgia,  and 
the  coastal  regions  of  Florida, 
Stars  in  de  Elements  is  a  firsthand 
account  that  provides  insight 
into  a  folk  culture  of  the  deep 
South  that  no  longer  exists  as 
the  author  knew  it.  The  book 
covers  cries  and  calls;  dances, 
blues,  and  ballads;  work  songs 
and  river  songs;  singing  in 
churches  and  schools;  “shape- 
note”  singing;  gospel  quartets 
and  spiritual  choirs;  and  more. 
Edited  to  clarify  yet  preserve 
James’s  original  thoughts  and 
language.  Stars  in  de  Elements 
is  an  invaluable  documentation 
of  black  folklore. 

Willis  Laurence  James  was 
one  of  twenty-five  musicians 
and  music  educators  invited  to 
a  conference  in  1951  at  the 
Library  of  Congress  to  consider 
the  future  of  music  in  America. 

A  regular  lecturer  and  panelist  at 
the  Newport  Jazz  Festival  and 
the  Newport  Folk  Music  Festival 
in  the  1950s,  he  joined  the  faculty 
at  Spelman  College  in  Atlanta  in 
1933,  where  he  taught  until  his 
death  in  1966. 

Jon  Michael  Spencer  is  Associate 
Professor  in  the  Curriculum 
for  African  and  Afro-American 
Studies  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill.

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Containment  Culture: 
American  Narratives, 
Postmodernism, 
and  the  Atomic  Age 
Alan  Nadel 

Alan  Nadel  provides  a  unique 
analysis  of  the  rise  of  American 
postmodernism  by  viewing  it 
as  a  breakdown  in  Cold  War  cul¬ 
tural  narratives  of  containment. 
These  narratives,  which  embod¬ 
ied  an  American  postwar  foreign 
policy  charged  with  checking  the 
spread  of  Communism,  also 
operated,  Nadel  argues,  within 
a  wide  spectrum  of  cultural  life 
in  the  United  States  to  contain 
atomic  secrets,  sexual  license, 
gender  roles,  nuclear  energy, 
and  artistic  expression.  Because 
these  narratives  were  deployed 
in  films,  books,  and  magazines 
at  a  time  when  American  culture 
was  for  the  first  time  able  to 
dominate  global  entertainment 
and  capitalize  on  global  produc¬ 
tion,  containment  became  one 
of  the  most  widely  disseminated 
and  highly  privileged  national 
narratives  in  history. 

Examining  a  broad  sweep  of 
American  culture,  from  the 
work  of  George  Kennan  to 
Playboy  Magazine,  from  the 
movies  of  Doris  Day  and  Walt 
Disney  to  those  of  Cecil  B. 
DeMille  and  Alfred  Hitchcock, 
from  James  Bond  to  Holden 
Caulfield,  Nadel  discloses  the 
remarkable  pervasiveness  of  the 
containment  narrative.  Drawing 
subtly  on  insights  provided  by 
contemporary  theorists,  includ¬ 
ing  Baudrillard,  Foucault, 
Jameson,  Sedgwick,  Certeau,  and 
Hayden  White,  he  situates  the 
rhetoric  of  the  Cold  War  within 
a  gendered  narrative  powered 
by  the  unspoken  potency  of  the 
atom.  He  then  traces  the  break¬ 
down  of  this  discourse  of  con¬ 
tainment  through  such  events  as 


the  Bay  of  Pigs  invasion  and 
the  Free  Speech  Movement  at 
Berkeley,  and  ties  its  collapse  to 
the  onset  of  American  postmod¬ 
ernism,  typified  by  works  such 
as  Catch-22  and  The  Man  Who 
Shot  Liberty  Valence. 

An  important  work  of  cultural 
criticism,  Containment  Culture 
links  atomic  power  with  post¬ 
modernism  and  postwar  politics, 
and  shows  how  a  multifarious 
national  policy  can  become  part 
of  a  nation’s  cultural  agenda 
and  a  source  of  meaning  for  its 
citizenry.  Among  its  readers  will 
be  scholars  of  American  history 
and  culture,  gender  studies,  pop¬ 
ular  culture,  and  cultural  studies.

The  Times  Were  Strange 
and  Stirring:  Methodist 
Preachers  and  the  Crisis 
of  Emancipation 
Reginald  F.  Hildebrand 

With  the  conclusion  of  the 
Civil  War,  the  beginnings  of 
Reconstruction,  and  the  realities 
of  emancipation,  former  slaves 
were  confronted  with  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  freedom  and,  with  it, 
a  new  way  of  life.  In  The  Times 
Were  Strange  and  Stirring, 
Reginald  F.  Hildebrand  exam¬ 
ines  the  role  of  the  Methodist 
Church  in  the  process  of  eman¬ 
cipation — and  in  shaping  a  new 
world  at  a  unique  moment  in 
American,  African  American, 
and  Methodist  history. 

Hildebrand  explores  the  ideas 
and  ideals  of  missionaries  from 
several  branches  of  Methodism 
— the  African  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  the  Colored 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
and  the  northern-based 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church — 
and  the  significant  and  highly 
charged  battle  waged  between 
them  over  the  challenge  and 
meaning  of  freedom.  He  traces 
the  various  strategies  and  goals 
pursued  by  these  competing 
visions  and  develops  a  typology 
of  some  of  the  ways  in  which 
emancipation  was  approached 
and  understood.  Focusing  on 
individual  church  leaders  such 
as  Lucius  H.  Holsey,  Richard 
Harvey  Cain,  and  Gilbert  Haven, 
and  with  the  benefit  of  extensive 
research  in  church  archives  and 


newspapers,  Hildebrand  also 
tells  the  dramatic  and  sometimes 
moving  story  of  how  missionar¬ 
ies  labored  to  organize  their 
denominations  in  the  black 
South,  and  of  how  they  were 
overwhelmed  at  times  by  the 
struggles  of  freedom. 

Filling  an  important  gap  in 
the  history  of  the  black  church, 
Reconstruction,  and  southern 
history,  The  Times  Were  Strange 
and  Stirring  makes  an  important 
contribution  to  our  understand¬ 
ing  not  only  of  black  religious 
history  during  the  last  quarter 
of  the  nineteenth  century,  but 
also  of  the  struggle  for  racial 
justice  as  it  unfolded  in  post¬ 
emancipation  America.

In  the  decade  that  followed 
1972,  the  journal  boundary  2 
consistently  published  many 
of  the  most  distinguished  and 
most  influential  statements  of 
an  emerging  literary  postmodern¬ 
ism.  Recognizing  postmod¬ 
ernism  as  a  dominant  force  in 
culture,  particularly  in  the  liter¬ 
ary  and  narrative  imagination, 
the  journal  appeared  when 
literary  critical  study  in  the 
United  States  was  in  a  period 
of  theory-induced  ferment.  The 
fundamental  relations  between 
postmodernism  and  poststruc¬ 
turalism  were  being  initially 
examined  and  the  effort  to 
formulate  a  critical  sense  of  the 
postmodern  was  underway.  In 
this  volume,  Paul  A.  Bove,  the 
current  editor  of  boundary  2,  has 
gathered  many  of  those  founda¬ 
tional  essays  and,  as  such,  has 
assembled  a  basic  text  in  the 
history  of  postmodernism. 

Essays  by  noted  cultural  and 
literary  theorists  join  with  Bove’s 
contemporary  preface  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  important  and  unique 
moment  in  recent  intellectual 
history  when  postmodernism 
was  no  longer  seen  primarily 
as  an  architectural  term,  had  not 
yet  come  to  describe  the  wide 
range  of  culture  it  does  now,  but 
was  finding  power  and  place  in 
the  literary  realm.  These  essays 
show  that  the  history  of  post¬ 
modernism  and  its  attendant 
critical  theories  are  both  more 
complex  and  more  deeply  bound 
with  literary  criticism  than  often 
is  acknowledged  today. 


Demonstrating  not  only  the 
significance  of  these  literary 
studies,  but  also  the  role  played 
by  literary  critical  postmodernism 
in  making  possible  newer  forms 
of  critical  and  cultural  studies, 
Early  Postmodernism  will  attract 
literary  theorists  and  historians, 
as  well  as  those  engaged  in  cul¬ 
tural  studies,  feminist  studies, 
postmodern  theory,  and  other 
interdisciplinary  areas  of  study.

Magical  realism  is  often  regarded 
as  a  regional  trend,  restricted  to 
the  Latin  American  writers — 
Gabriel  Garcia  Marquez,  for 
example — with  whom  the  term 
is  regularly  associated.  In  this 
critical  anthology,  the  first  of 
its  kind,  editors  Lois  Parkinson 
Zamora  and  Wendy  B.  Faris 
show  magical  realism  to  be  an 
international  movement  with 
a  wide-ranging  history  and  a 
significant  influence  among  the 
literatures  of  the  world.  In  essays 
on  texts  by  writers  as  diverse  as 
Toni  Morrison,  Gunter  Grass, 
Salman  Rushdie,  Derek  Walcott, 
Abe  Kobo,  and  many  others, 
magical  realism  is  examined  as 
a  worldwide  phenomenon. 

Presenting  the  first  English 
translation  of  Franz  Roh’s  1925 
essay  in  which  the  term  magical 
realism  was  coined,  as  well  as 
Alejo  Carpentier’s  classic  1949 
essay  that  introduced  the  con¬ 
cept  of  lo  real  maravilloso  to  the 
Americas,  this  anthology  begins 
by  tracing  the  foundations  of 
magical  realism  from  its  origins 
in  the  art  world  to  its  current 
literary  contexts.  It  offers  a  broad 
range  of  critical  perspectives  and 
theoretical  approaches  to  this 
movement,  as  well  as  intensive 
analyses  of  various  cultural  tra¬ 
ditions  and  individual  texts  from 
Eastern  Europe,  Asia,  North 
America,  Africa,  the  Caribbean, 
and  Australia,  in  addition  to 
those  from  Latin  America.  In 
situating  magical  realism  within 
the  expanse  of  literary  and 
cultural  history,  this  collection 
describes  a  mode  of  writing 
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that  has  been  a  catalyst  in  the 
development  of  new  regional 
literatures  and  a  revitalizing  force 
for  more  established  narrative 
traditions — writing  particularly 
alive  in  postcolonial  contexts 
and  a  major  component  of  post¬ 
modernist  fiction. 

This  carefully  shaped  anthology 
will  be  appreciated  by  students 
and  scholars  of  comparative 
literature,  postcolonial  and  post¬ 
modernist  writing,  and  literary 
theory.  It  is  a  challenging  and 
engaging  examination  of  magical 
realism  and  its  importance  to 
contemporary  world  literature.

Zhaoming  Qian  is  Assistant 
Professor  of  English  at  the 
University  of  New  Orleans. 
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Chinese  culture  held  a  well- 
known  fascination  for  modernist 
poets  like  Ezra  Pound  and 
William  Carlos  Williams.  What 
is  less  known  but  is  made  fully 
clear  by  Zhaoming  Qian  is 
the  degree  to  which 
oriental  culture 
made  these  poets 
the  modernists  they 
became.  This  ambi¬ 
tious  and  illuminat¬ 
ing  study  shows  that 
Orientalism,  no  less 
than  French  sym¬ 
bolism  and  Italian 
culture,  is  a  consti¬ 
tutive  element  of 
Modernism. 

Consulting  rare 
and  unpublished 
materials,  Qian 
traces  Pound’s  and 
Williams’s  remark¬ 
able  dialogues  with 
the  great  Chinese 
poets — Qu  Yuan,  Li  Bo,  Wang 
Wei,  and  Bo  Juyi — between  1913 
and  1923.  His  investigation 
reveals  that  these  exchanges 
contributed  more  than  topical 
and  thematic  ideas  to  the 
Americans’  work  and  suggests 
that  their  progressively  modernist 
style  is  directly  linked  to  a 
steadily  growing  contact  and 
affinity  for  similar  Chinese 
styles.

All  Is  True:  The  Claims 
and  Strategies  of 
Realist  Fiction 
Lilian  R.  Furst 

“All  is  true,”  realist  writers 
would  say  of  their  work,  to 
which  critics  now  respond:  All  is 
art  and  artifice.  Offering  a  new 
approach  to  reading  nineteenth- 
century  realist  fiction,  Lilian  R. 
Furst  seeks  to  reconcile  these 
contradictory  claims.  In  doing 
so,  she  clarifies  the  deceptions, 
appropriations,  intentions,  and 
ultimately  the  power  of  literary 
realism. 

In  close  textual  analyses  of  works 
ranging  across  European  and 
American  literature,  including

Further,  Furst  reveals 
the  pains  the  realists  took  to 
conceal  these  devices,  and  thus  to 
protect  their  claim  to  be  employ¬ 
ing  a  simple  form.  Taking  into 
account  both  the  claims  and  the 


covert  strategies  of  these  writers, 
All  Is  True  puts  forward  an 
alternative  to  the  conventional 
polarized  reading  of  the  realist 
text — which  emerges  here  as 
neither  strictly  an  imitation  of  an 
extraneous  model  nor  simply  a 
web  of  words  but  a  brilliantly 
complex  imbrication  of  the  two. 

A  major  statement  on  one  of  the 
most  enduring  forms  in  cultural 
history,  this  book  promises  to 
alter  not  only  our  view  of  realist 
fiction  but  our  understanding  of 
how  we  read  it.

In  a  major  rethinking  of  the 
functions,  methods,  and  aims  of 
narrative  poetics,  David  Herman 
exposes  important  links  between 
modernist  and  postmodernist 
literary  experimentation  and 
contemporary  language  theory. 
Ultimately  a  search  for  new  tools 
for  narrative  theory,  his  work 
clarifies  complex  connections 
between  science  and  art,  theory 
and  culture,  and  philosophical 
analysis  and  narrative  discourse.

Herman  then 
uses  the  interpretation  of  univer¬ 
sal  grammar  developed  via  these 
modernist  texts  to  explore 
later  twentieth-century  cultural 
phenomena.  The  problem  of 
citation  in  the  discourses  of 
postmodernism,  for  example, 
is  discussed  with  reference 
to  syntactic  theory.  An  analysis 
of  Peter  Greenaway’s  The  Cook, 
The  Thief,  His  Wife,  and  Her 
Lover  raises  the  question  of 
cinematic  meaning  and  draws 
on  semantic  theory.  In  each 
case,  Herman  shows  how  post¬ 
modern  narratives  encode  ideas 
at  work  in  current  theories 
about  the  nature  and  function 
of  language. 

As  it  outlines  new  directions 
for  the  study  of  language  in  liter¬ 
ature,  Universal  Grammar 
and  Narrative  Form  provides  a 
wealth  of  information  about 
key  literary,  linguistic,  and  philo¬ 
sophical  trends  in  the  twentieth 
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century.  The  book  will  thus  be 
of  interest  not  only  to  students 
of  narrative  and  literary  theory, 
but  also  to  those  concerned  with 
modern  and  postmodern  culture 
in  general.

Troubadours, 
Trumpeters,  Troubled 
Makers:  Lyricism, 
Nationalism,  and 
Hybridity  in  China 
and  Its  Others 
Gregory  B.  Lee 

How  have  the  lyrics  of  poets 
and  songwriters,  traditionally 
voices  of  protest  against  domina¬ 
tion  and  exploitation  in  Chinese 
society,  responded  to  the  forces 
of  cultural  imperialism  and 
nationalistic  ideology  that  have 
accompanied  the  modernization 
of  Chinese  society  in  the  last  half 
of  this  century?  Gregory  B.  Lee 
suggests  that  the  response  can  be 
seen  in  a  proliferation  of  hybrid 
lyric  forms  and  cultures — from 
both  within  China  and  beyond 
— and  that  China’s  “culture  of 
lyricism”  contributes  in  powerful, 
significant,  and  often  resistant 
ways  to  the  nation’s  sense  of 
itself  and  its  encounter  with 
modernity. 

Lee’s  broad  definition  of  lyric

inclusive  sense  of  nation  refers  to 
all  Chinese  communities  regard¬ 
less  of  geographic  location. 
Whether  examining  the  global¬ 
ized  consumption  of  satellite- 
broadcast  pop  music  or  the 
heroic  efforts  of  little-known 
poets  on  the  margins  of  the 
Chinese  diaspora,  he  finds  a 
questioning  and  contesting  of 
both  the  Orientalist  construction 
of  a  mythic  monolithic  China 
invented  by  the  West  and  the 
Chinese  obsession  with  ideas 
of  authenticity  and  purity  of 
nationhood.  Lee  explores  the 
lyrical  transgression  of  these 
ideological  boundaries  in  China, 
in  the  Chinese  communities  of 
America  and  Britain,  and  in 
other  marginalized  communities, 
before  using  the  examples  of 
Hong  Kong  and  other  non- 
nationalistic  sites  to  discuss  the 
creative  possibilities  of  hybrid 
cultures  and  societies. 

With  its  original  vision  of  lyricism, 
modernity,  marginalization, 
social  protest,  and  creative 
subversion,  Troubadours, 
Trumpeters,  Troubled  Makers 
will  benefit  not  only  students 
and  scholars  of  Chinese  poetry 
and  culture,  but  also  anyone 
with  an  interest  in  postcolonial 
studies  or  cultural  criticism.

Until  now,  Andean  peasants 
have  primarily  been  thought 
of  by  scholars  as  isolated  subsis¬ 
tence  farmers,  “resistant”  to 
money  and  to  different  markets 
in  the  region.

During  the  middle  of  the 
twentieth  century,  the  religiously 
informed  communitarianism 
that  had  guided  the  Supreme 
Court’s  decisions  regarding  the 
relationship  between  church 
and  state  was  partially  displaced 
by  a  new  secular  individualist 
discourse.  In  The  Rhetoric  of 
Church  and  State,  Frederick 
Mark  Gedicks  argues  that  this 
partial  and  incomplete  shift  is 
the  key  to  understanding  why 
the  Court  has  faded — and  con¬ 
tinues  today  to  fad — to  provide  a 
coherent  doctrine  on  church/state 
separation. 

Gedicks  suggests  that  the 
Supreme  Court’s  inconsistent 
decisions  mirror  a  divergence 
in  American  society  between 
an  increasingly  secular  public 
culture  and  the  primardy  devout 
private  lives  of  the  majority  of 
Americans.  He  notes  that  while 
the  Court  is  committed  to 
principles  of  secular  individual¬ 
ism,  it  has  repeatedly  endorsed 
government  actions  that  violate 
those  principles — actions  that 
would  be  far  more  justifiable 
under  the  discourse  of  religious 
communitarianism.  The  impos- 
sibdity  of  reconcding  the  two 
discourses  leaves  the  Court 
no  choice  but  to  efface — often 
implausibly — the  religious  nature 
of  practices  it  deems  permissible. 
Gedicks  concludes  that  the  road 
to  a  coherent  religion  clause 
doctrine  lies  neither  in  a  return 


to  religious  communitarianism 
nor  in  its  complete  displacement 
by  secular  individualism,  but  in  a 
yet-to-be-identified  discourse  that 
would  attract  popular  support 
while  protecting  a  meaningful 
measure  of  religious  freedom. 

A  unique  and  significant  study, 
The  Rhetoric  of  Church  and  State 
will  be  an  indispensable  contri¬ 
bution  to  scholarship  on  consti¬ 
tutional  law,  religious  issues, 
and  political  science.

Managing  Legal 
Uncertainty:  Elite 
Lawyers  in  the  New  Deal 

Ronen  Shamir 

With  the  New  Deal  came  a 
dramatic  expansion  of  the 
American  regulatory  state. 
Threatening  to  undermine 
many  of  the  traditional  roles  of 
the  legal  system  and  its  actors  by 
establishing  a  system  of  adminis¬ 
trative  law,  the  new  emphasis  on 
federal  legislation  as  a  form  of 
social  and  economic  planning 
ushered  in  an  era  of  “legal  uncer¬ 
tainty.”  In  this  study  Ronen 
Shamir  explores  how  elite  corpo¬ 
rate  lawyers  and  the  American 
Bar  Association  clashed  with 
academic  legal  realists  over 
the  constitutionality  of  the  New 
Deal’s  legislative  program. 

Applying  the  insights  of  Weber 
and  Bourdieu  to  the  sociology 
of  the  legal  profession,  Shamir 
shows  that  elite  members  of  the 
bar  had  a  keen  self-interest  in 
blocking  the  expansion  of 
administrative  law.  He  dismisses 
as  oversimplified  the  view  that 
elite  lawyers  were  “hired  guns” 
who  argued  that  New  Deal 
legislation  was  unconstitutional 
solely  because  of  their  duty  to 
represent  their  capitalist  clients. 
Instead,  Shamir  suggests,  their 
alignment  with  the  capitalist 
class  was  an  incidental  result  of 
their  attempt  to  articulate  their 
vision  of  the  law  as  scientific, 
apolitical,  and  judicially  oriented 
— and  thereby  to  defend  their 


own  position  within  the  law 
profession.  The  academic  legal 
realists  on  the  other  side  of  the 
constitutional  debates  criticized 
the  rigidity  of  the  traditional 
judicial  process  and  insisted  that 
flexibility  of  interpretation  and 
the  uncertainty  of  legal  outcomes 
was  at  the  heart  of  the  legal 
system.  The  author  argues  that 
many  legal  realists,  encouraged  by 
the  experimental  nature  of  the 
New  Deal,  seized  an  opportunity 
to  improve  on  their  marginal 
status  within  the  legal  profession 
by  moving  their  discussions 
from  academic  circles  to  the 
national  policy  agenda. 

An  innovative  fusion  between 
the  study  of  law  and  the  sociol¬ 
ogy  of  the  legal  profession,  this 
book  covers  an  uncharted  area 
in  the  history  of  the  New  Deal 
and  will  enhance  exchanges 
among  legal  historians,  political 
scientists,  and  sociologists  of  law.

Finally, 
all  of  the  essays  are  followed  by  a 
responder’s  comments,  thus 
providing  an  exchange  of  view¬ 
points.
